o n the American telepho ne and tele­ 
graph wires, and they were cut many 
times. 
Co uriers were fo rced to pass 
two and so metimes three barrages in 
o rder to maintain co mmunicatio n. In 
the meantime, men 
o f 
the signal 
co rps, many o f them smo king cigar­ 
ettes in th e face o f the heavy bo m­ 
bardment, resto red the wires almo st 
as fast as th e enemy shells disrupted 
them. 
Ambulance men ventured Into No 
Man’s Land during the thick 
o f the 
fighting and did hero ic rescue 
wo rk 
amo ng the wo unded. 
One Germa n, who o ffered to sur­ 
render, a ttem pted to ex plo de 
a bo mb 
o n the g ro und as three Amer lea sh so l­ 
diers appro ached. 
Ano ther so ldier 
disco vered his treachery a nd hurled 
a grenade at the German. 
One o f 
the German's legs was blo wn o ff. and 
he died later, a priso ner o f the men 
he attem pted to blo w up. 
Village in Ruins 
A village near the fro nt lines which 
the co rrespo ndent visited to day , tells 
a mute tale o f S aturday ’s fight. Huge 
shell ho les are in the street and 
parts o f a church and o ther buildings 
have been demo lished. 
The enemy fire became so ho t that 
Salvatio n Army girls, serving co ffee 
and do ughnuts, were fo rced to leave. 
The girls pro tested, say ing they were 
no t afraid o f the Germans.

for a voluntary sy stem of rationiug. 


This desire fo r a v o luntary ratio n 
springs fro m 
two causes— first, be­ 
ca use it is fa r simpler fo r the ho use­ 
wife to sa v e fo o d when she has a co n­ 
crete wo rking plan by which to pro ­ 
ceed, and, seco nd, because the lo y al 
wo men o f America o esire, unselfishly , 
to put themselv es o n the same basis 
as the wo men o f the Allied co untries.

In­ 
gredients needed are three pota­ 
toes, one quart of milk, two 
slices onion, three tab lespoons 
b utter 
sub stitute, 
two 
tab le­ 
spoons flour, one and one-half 
tab lespoons 
salt, 
one-quarter 
teaspoon celery salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, few grains cay­ 
enne and one teaspoon chopped 
parsley. 
Cook potatoes in b oiled salted 
water. 
When soft run through 
a strainer. 
Scald milk with on­ 
ion, remove onion and add milk 
slowly to potatoes. Melt the fat, 
add dry ingredients, stir until 
well mix ed, then stir into b oiling 
soup. 
Cook one m inute, strain 
and sprlr« i;le with b arley.
